Rally attacks euthanasia effort

SAN DIEGO — Pro-life speakers 
denounced euthanasia as the offspring of 
abortion, stating that the 1973 Supreme 
Court Roe vs. Wade decision which 


legalized abortion led to a lack-of respect 
for all forms of life. They addressed about 
150 people at a Jan. 22 rally in Balboa 
Park, which commemorated the 15th 
anniversary of the ruling. 

James 


Knoblock, president of the- 


Right to Life Council of San Diego 
County, urged the crowd not to sign a 
petition to put the Humane and Dignified 
Death Act Initiative on California’s 1988 
ballot. 

Sponsored by Americans Against 
Human Suffering (AAHS), the political 
arm of the Hemlock Society, the initiative 
would permit terminally ill patients to 
direct their physicians to use any humane 
medical procedure to terminate their 
lives. 

Like abortion, the death act ‘‘will 


amount to a license to kill,’’ Knoblock 
said. 

He refuted arguments by euthanasia 
proponents who claim that the right-to- 
die measure could eliminate prolonged 
pain and the needless use of life-support 
systems. ‘‘Medical technology is capable 
of controlling pain,’’ ... and the law 
already allows patients to refuse 
extraordinary life-sustaining procedures, 
Knoblock said. 

He supports the position of the

SAN DIEGO — The 1988 Stewardship campaign 
— the annual diocesan and parishes services appeal 
-- was unveiled for priests from throughout the 
diocese at a Jan. 19 gathering at St. Rita parish. 

Some 250 priests attended the meeting at which 
directors of diocesan departments receiving funds 
from Stewardship discussed their programs, 
highlighting this year’s theme — ““The One Hope 
For So Many.”’ 

The goal is $2,088,500, said Msgr. William Kraft, 
Stewardship director, who served as master of 
ceremonies at the meeting. 

This year’s kickoff meeting differed from former 
ones; previously, three gatherings were held — in 
San Diego, North County and the Imperial Valley, 
Msgr. Kraft explained. 


Diocese launches 1988 Stewardship campaign 


_ Msgr. I. Brent Eagen, diocesan chancellor, told 
the clergy that Stewardship is one key to the financial 
success of the diocese. ““ITwenty years ago the diocese 
owed $11 million; now the diocese operates in the 
black,’ he said. 

Msgr. Eagen credited Bishop Leo 1. Maher with 
developing Stewardship’s time, talent and treasure 
aspects throughout the diocese. 

He also said Stewardship provided a larger portion 
of total diocesan income last year. In i986 
Stewardship totaled 29 percent of the diocese’s 
income; last year it provided 37 percent, he said, 
adding that both diocesan offices and parishes depend 
on funds from the campaign. 

“‘We’re here today to evaluate what we’re doing,”’ 
Bishop Maher told the priests. 

“*As we begin Stewardship 1988, remember that 
you are a cheerful and happy steward and remember 
that nothing is impossible to a valiant heart. Your 


valiant heart leads you to dedicated service to the 
church and zealous ministry to the flock,’’ Bishop 
Maher said. 

The meeting featured a video presentation 
describing programs and offices which receive 
Stewardship funds. Narrated by KGIV-10 news 
anchor Marti Emerald, the slide show pictured a 


‘number of sites, including Rachel’s Women’s Center 


and the Saint Vincent de Paul Joan Kroc Center for 
homeless people. 

Expressions of thanks for Stewardship 
contributions marked the presentations by directors 
of 14 diocesan programs and offices who spoke at the 
gathering. 

Father James Mason, executive director of 
Catholic Community Services, said that CCS 
programs served some 49,000 people last year,

California Catholic Conference stated in 
this month’s edition of its publication 
Commentary: ‘‘To legalize assisted suicide 
and euthanasia ... would open the door’’ 
to killing vulnerable and unwanted people 
in our society ... ‘‘and do violence to the 
sacred vocation of physicians to foster 
litera, 

Knoblock also encouraged rally 
participants to write to Sen. Pete Wilson 
to protest his signing a letter to the 
Department of Health and Human 
Services. The letter opposed new Title X 
regulations which forbid the allocation of 
funds to any organization that 
participates in abortions. 

In opening remarks, Joan Patton, 
president of the Coalition for Family 
Values and master of ceremonies for the 
rally, called the event a memorial day for 
the ‘‘22 million babies who have been 
destroyed by abortion since 1973.”’ 

She said that pro-life workers bring 


hope to pregnant teen-agers and 
handicapped and dying people, while 
advocates of abortion and euthanasia 
“‘relay a message of despair.”’ 

Ellen Daleke of the San Diego Pro-Life 
League said that the position of those who 
respect women’s right to choose an 
abortion ‘‘is morally bankrupt. We’re 
responsible for practices we allow.’’ She 
said that abortion, ‘‘the most frequently 
performed medical procedure in the 
United States,’’ deserves as much media 
coverage as the AIDS epidemic. 

Ann Fitch, president of Concerned 
Citizens for Human Life, urged the 
audience to write to President Ronald 
Reagan, applauding him for recently 
signing the Proclamation of the 
Personhood of the Unborn. ‘‘The 
proclamation is based on the theory that 
life begins at conception,’’ she said. 

Other speakers called on participants to 
step up their pro-life efforts and outlined

SAN DIEGO — While local pro-life 
groups gathered in Balboa Park Jan. 22, 
Catherine Ewers, director of Birthright’s 
San Diego office, met with President 
Ronald Reagan in the oval office in 
Washington, D.C. es 

“The president has always met with 
pro-life people’ on the anniversary of the 
Roe vs. Wade decision, Ewers said. 
“‘This year he wanted to meet with those 
who counsel pregnant women.’ 

Ewers said that 13 counselors, six from 
Birthright, listened to Reagan’s 
presentation on pro-life issues. 

She observed some 50,000 pro-life 
demonstrators march from the White 
House to the Capitol Building. Ewers also 
distributed Birthright literature to 


congressmen from San Diego County. 

Birthright is an international 
organization that provides services for 
pregnant women, especially those without 
health insurance. Services include 
pregnancy testing, counseling, medical 
referrals, food, supplies and baby clothes. 
The organization also obtains speakers 
for groups, Ewers said. 

She recently helped three mothers 
qualify for the SHARE program by 
having them perform their community 
service at Birthright. 

Birthright volunteers presently staff 
offices in San Diego, Chula Vista, San 
Marcos and El Centro. ‘‘We could open 
an office in Clairemeont if we could staff 
it,’’ Ewers said.

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Pro-life agenda 
awaits action 
in legislature 


WASHINGTON — From constitutional amendments 
to controversial civil rights legislation and the District of 
Columbia budget, the pro-life agenda piled up in 
Congress in 1987. 

As the annual March for Life took place Jan. 22, much 
of that agenda awaited further action. 

According to Douglas Johnson, legislative director of 
the National Right to Life Committee, ‘‘as usual, several 
strong anti-abortion bills and constitutional amendments 
were introduced”’ in 1987, when the 100th Congress 
began its two-year term. 

Johnson, writing in the Jan. 22 issue of the National 
Right to Life News, said that ‘‘although there was a great 
deal of activity on pro-life issues during the 1987 
congressional session, most of it occurred at the 
committee leyel’’ and only two issues got to the House or 
Senate floor. 

One was the Supreme Court nomination of Judge 
Robert Bork, which, to pro-lifers’ dismay, the Senate 
defeated. 

The other was the question of whether the District of 
Columbia budget, which is devised by the city 
government and involves local tax money but is ratified 
by Congress, should include abortion funding. The 
House in 1987 said ‘‘no,’’ the Senate said ‘‘yes.’’ The 
funding ultimately was approved, but further debate may 


ensue. 
Johnson described the Supreme Court vacancy as ‘‘the 
most important pro-life contest’’ of 1987 and the Senate’s 


scuttling of Bork’s nomination as ‘‘a major political defeat 
for the pro-life movement.’’ 
Following that rejection, the nomination process 


continued, with a Senate vote on the latest nominee, 


Judge Anthony Kennedy, still pending. 

At least 14 proposed amendments to the Constitution 
dealing with abortion were introduced during 1987. Yet, 
by the end of October, there had been ‘‘no action at the 
committee level’’ in either House or Senate on any of 
them and there is ‘‘no action anticipated”’ in 1988 either, 
according to the National Committee for a Human Life 
Amendment. 

Johnson noted that for years the leadership of the 
House has “‘bottled up in hostile committees all strong 
pro-life bills and constitutional amendments’’ and that 
“pro-abortion forces now enjoying an advantage in the 
Senate’’ thwart anti-abortion chances there. 

One of the more controversial bills — even pro-lifers 
debated it — is the ‘‘superbill’’ or ‘‘president’s bill,”’ 
introduced at the behest of the White House. 

The bill would declare that ‘‘abortion takes the life of 
an unborn child’’ and that ‘‘a right to abortion is not 
secured by the Constitution of the United States.’’ It also 
states that “‘the Supreme Court erred’’ in its 1973 
abortion decision. 

The bill also would permanently ban federal funding of 
abortion, except in cases where the woman’s life was 
endangered by pregnancy, and would prohibit family 
planning agencies that provide abortion procedures or 
abortion referrals from receiving federal Title X family 
planning grants. 

But, as in the case of the proposed constitutional 
amendments, there is ‘‘no action anticipated’’ in 1988 on 
the “‘superbill,’’ according to the National Committee for 


a Human Life Amendment. 


The Title X family planning program likewise could 
prompt further debate. 

One fight has been over new Reagan administration 
regulations to prevent Title X recipient agencies from 
providing abortion counseling or referrals. The agencies 
already are forbidden to use Title X money in ‘‘programs 
where abortion is a method of family planning’’ but pro- 
lifers have long complained about close ties between 
family planning clinics and abortion clinics. 

Efforts in Congress to stop Reagan failed in December. 

But another Title X debate looms over a bill to re- 
authorize Title X for four years. 

The National Right to Life Committee’s Johnson 
stated that the reauthorization bill ‘‘would, of course, lock - 
in the pro-abortion aspects of the current program” and 
increase Title X funding. 

Pro-lifers also cite fears that the bill’s proposed money 
for contraceptive development and marketing could be 
used for drugs that might induce abortion. 

Another hot issue, still unresolved, is the fate of the

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Ethics of 700 percent profit 


Seven hundred percent profit! That caught my attenton 
during the late TV news the other night. Any business or 
profession which returns a 700 percent profit in one year 
certainly deserves attention. 

According to the news item, the California insurance 
industry returned a 700 percent profit last year. Is that 
typical American business acuity, or is it plain and simple 
gouging? Where does that stand in relation to average 
incomes or cost of living increases? z —- 

If we are speaking of business ethics, xi afraid jf} has to 
be labeled gouging. With health and eaiean s 


and liability, we are talking about somet! ig that is a 
necessity in our way of life. 

Theoretically, the State of California seems to agree 
since it is supposed to regulate the insurance industry. 
The insurance commissioner is no more effective than 
those officials who are supposed to regulate the gas and 
electric ‘‘utilities.”’ 

The majority of the states in the country have ‘‘no 
fault’’ insurance laws which cut back on much of the auto 
litigation. Unfortunately, there are so many lawyers in 
the California legislature, and the insurance industry has 
such a powerful lobby, that the ‘‘no fault’’ concept gets 
no-where in our state. 

With 700 percent profits, they can certainly afford a 
powerful lobby. Do they also contribute to some election 
campaigns? 

California does have a mandatory car insurance law, 
but it is barely put into force. Unless it is enforced strictly, 
we will continue to have millions of uninsured cars and 
drivers on the roads and freeways. 

Perhaps it should be mandatory to show insurance paid 
up and in effect each time the license and registration are 
renewed for each driver, each car and truck. 

You would think that with all this increase in insureds,

the pool of money available would be much higher, and 
the rates much lower. You would think the insurance 
companies would be out beating the bushes for these new 
accounts. ; 

Instead, we continually hear the horror stories of people 
paying four-figure insurance rates, and some school 
districts practically going bankrupt to insure their buses. 
There are dozens more of these examples. 

What do young people do who need to €rive but, with 
minimum wage jobs, are unable to afford insurance? 
What about these same young people, or young families, 
struggling to get along, who cannot afford health 
insurance? ; 

It is time for the State of California to address these 
needs, since it is obvious that the insurance industry 
won't police itself. It shouldn’t be necessary, of course, if 
we expected and received more than lip service to 
business ethics from the insurance companies. 


Just as the medical profession seems to be forcing us to 
think of nationalizing health services, it appears that 
insurance also is demanding government intervention. 

Government intervention and regulation should only 
be a last resort, in my opinion. I’d like to think that 
supply and demand, if not ethical practices, would 
regulate business affairs. But, when they are obviously 
not enough, to whom do we turn? 


Just remember that 700 percent profit!

Capital punishment morality 


As Christians we should never isolate our moral 
thinking about capital punishment from the fact that 
Jesus himself received the capital punishment of his day: 
““We have our law, and according to that law he must 
die’’ (John 19:7). 

When our attention is directed to this death of Jesus, he 
who was guiltless, gracious (Father, forgive them...) and 
innocent, we must consider the cross as a call to a total 
revolution of our minds and hearts. 

Catholic tradition has classically taught that the state 
has the right to inflict the death penalty for certain grave 
crimes in defense of society itself. 

This tradition is being called into serious question from 
at least two moral points of view: (a) does the use of 
capital punishment de facto undermine the belief in the 
inherent worth of human life; and (b) should the state 
ever protect itself by means of instruments which threaten 
the inalienable dignity of the human person. 

Every person has a rendezvous with death, a meeting 
we are probably never fully ready for. By inflicting the 
death penalty, do we take into our competence a decision 
about life which belongs only to God? 

In November 1980, the U.S. bishops issued their 
“‘Statement on Capital Punishment.’’ The statement 
claims that it is morally unsatisfactory and socially 
destructive for criminals to go unpunished; but the forms 
and limits of punishment must go beyond the mere 
inflicting of injury. 

The statement concludes that capital punishment 
should be abolished since it does not promote values 
helpful to us as citizens and Christians. 

Analyzed from a moral perspective, the statement is 


_avowing the principle that the value of any human life is 


not contingent on a person’s moral rectitude; rather, it is 
grounded in the sovereignty of God. 

Capital punishment debases the dignity of human life 
by institutionalizing revenge and retribution. It gives 
official sanction to a climate of violence. 


Our moral conclusions about capital punishment 
cannot be divorced from the Gospel’s. 

Jesus preached God’s boundless love for every person, 
regardless of human merit or worthiness. This love was 
especially visible in his ministry to outcasts and his 
acceptance of sinners: e.g., see Mt. 20:1-14 and Luke 
15;11-32. 

The fundamental moral issue here is the restoration of 
peace: peace in the hearts of the broken, of the violent, in 
all the hearts of the members of the community. 

The state bears responsibility for the protection of its 
citizens. The complexities and ambiguities of violent 
criminal behavior lie beyond full understanding. 

The state does sustain the right and the duty to prevent 
such behavior. It does have the right to impose lifetime 
imprisonment. 

It does not hold the right to inflict the death penalty; as 
chapter 7 of St. Matthew warns, ‘‘There is no final 
human judgment on sin and error; ultimate judgment 
rests with God.’’ (See also Mt. 25:31-46 and Rom. 
12:1.9))) 

Jesus was not ‘‘soft on crime’’ but he did shift the place 
of judgment to a higher court. 

Vengeance is morally inadmissible on Christian 
grounds, and capital punishment reduces our shared 
dignity as human persons and violates our professed 
respect for human life. 

There is no simple solution to the problems of crime 
and violence. But we must always recall that God only is 
the Lord of life; and thus should we eliminate the judicial 
authorization to take this life away.

Stewardship funds furnish some 12 
percent of the CCS budget, Father 
Mason said, noting that these monies 
provide the structure for the organization. 

Sister RayMonda DuVall, CHS, 
associate director of CCS, described the 
services available through CCS 
Emergency Services program and the 
House of Rachel for women. She urged 
the priests to refer people to these 
programs. 

Dr. William Moredock, director of 
Family, Individual and Child Counseling 
at CCS, said the program is aimed at 
providing “‘the best quality mental care 
services.’’ Fees are based on a person’s 
ability to pay, he said, adding that 38 
percent of the clients live at or below the 
poverty level. 

Moredock said priests and parish 
personnel should refer people needing 
counseling to the CCS program for 
problems such as child abuse, substance 
abuse, suicide and concerns caused by 
divorce. 

Moredock added that bilingual 
counselors are available to assist Spanish- 
speaking clients. 

A school counseling program is also 
offered at a number of parish elementary 
schools, Moredock said. 

Gwen Plank, director of the Refugee 
Resettlement Office, said the office has 
helped resettle refugees from many parts 
of the world in the San Diego diocese. 

The office has also administered the 
diocesan Legalization Program, Plank 
said, helping some 8,000 undocumented 
persons apply for amnesty under the 
Immigration Reform and Control Act of 
1986. 

Deacon Carl Shelton, director of the 
Self-Help and Resource Exchange, said 
51 parishes are now participating in 
SHARE, through which participants pay 
$12 and perform two hours of community

service in exchange for a $35 food 
package.

Clergy should phone the shelter before 
referring people who need a place to 
sleep, she explained. 

Sister Fay Hagen, CSJ, associate 
director of SVDP, discussed Josue 
House, the diocesan-sponsored facility for 
homeless AIDS patients which will be 
opening soon.

The third quality is for catechists to 
care about themselves because ‘‘we have 
a tendency not to.’’ Father Champlin said 
because of this tendency, people tend to 
build self-esteem on comparisons and 
approvals. No matter what faults a person 
may have, ‘‘people will love us, warts and 
all.” 

Another leadership quality is the ability 
to unleash the potential of others by 
recognizing their gifts and talents. 

Leaders also are characterized by 
letting others take the bows. ‘‘Instead of 
being in the limelight, they can take a step 
back,’’ the priest said. 

He also explained how to affirm others 
in providing leadership. Affirmation 
should be given immediately and 
specifically with statements such as, “‘I 
especially like this point.’’ Father 
Champlin said praise should be given 


frequently but irregularly; one should be 


selective. 

Another quality, courage, means 
taking people from where they are to 
where they are not. He explained this is a 
difficult task because people are not too 
willing to give up their security. 

Teachers must also be good listeners 
and be scientifically sensitive to receiving 
criticism, he said. 

Instructors must be those who foster 
faith in a true sense of the Christian 
celebration. ‘‘Faith is handed down from 
person to person,”’ he said. 

Other qualities of a teacher as leader 
are a commitment to excellence and the 
ability to ‘‘create a warm welcoming 
home for those who come to you,’’ he 
added. 

After the lunch break, Father 
Champlin spoke on ‘‘Reconciling the 
Alienated’’ and ‘‘Healing Those Who 
Hurt.”’ 

He said alienation causes distance

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Workshop Way routes pupils to success

EL CAJON — Do you know how the 
chambers of the heart are divided and 
how the density of an object is found? 

Ask pupils at Holy Trinity School, El 
Cajon. 

They discover these facts as they put 
together puzzles with pieces containing 
such information. The activity is one of 
some 20 tasks the youths perform during 
the day in a program called ‘‘Workshop 
Way.”’ 

Developed in 1968 by Sister Grace 
Pilon, SBS, the educational system is 
being implemented in kindergarten 
through eighth grade at Holy Trinity 
School. 

Dominican Sister Jackie Bennett, a 
Workshop Way consultant, summarized 
the system’s goals: ‘‘to give students a 
deep feeling of their worth so they can 


discover they have power and direct their . 


lives. They discover how to think and 
learn and are taught not to be afraid of 
taking risks.’’ 

The first half-hour of the day, devoted 
exclusively to workshop activities, finds 
classrooms at Holy Trinity School 
buzzing with the sounds of learning. 

Children work in groups on the floor, 
at tables and in desks, using commercial 
and teacher-made workshop materials, 
such as pictures, flash cards, work sheets, 


building blocks, mirrors and_ tape 
recorders. 

Sister Bennett explained how the 
‘‘Thinker’’ activity teaches pupils to 


make decisions based on thought. First- 
graders might match words with pictures; 
eighth-graders match words and phrases 
with names for parts of a sentence. 

The assignments are geared to develop 
concentration, creativity, self-direction 
and decision-making ability. Tasks not 
finished during the workshop period can 
be completed during independent study 
time, Sister Bennett said. 

Classroom structure gives the pupils 
five freedoms which complement 
children’s basic dispositions, according to 
Sister Pilon. The children enjoy freedom 
from fear, freedom of movement with a 
purpose, of position and location for 
work, of conversation while working, and 
frequently, freedom of choice. 

The teacher helps one group at a time, 
giving each pupil individual attention. A 
parent aide in each room also lends 
assistance, Sister Bennett said.

A climate of cooperation, not 
competition characterizes the classrooms, 
she added. ‘“The children get joy and 
achievement from learning, rather than 
from rewards and punishments. One 
hundred percent of them feel successful 
because we call success the willingness to 
be involved.’’ 


Students learn that it is all right to’ 


make mistakes — a basic tenet of the 
system that helps create a _ non- 
threatening environment. 

The consultant decried the presence of 
a large percentage of people who feel like 
failures ‘‘because they can’t excel. If 
children realize their worth is grounded 
on who they are,’’ rather than on what 
they do, then, ‘‘no matter what they 
attain in later years, their self-worth will 
not be damaged.”’ 
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Sister Bennett called Workshop Way a 
“Christian approach to education 
because God accepts us as we are.”’ 

Preparation to introduce the system at 
Holy Trinity School began last spring 
when the faculty attended classes taught 
by Sister Bennett. 

Principal,.Nancy Ryan said the system 
“has generated a lot of enthusiasm”’ 
among the teachers. 

““Everyone gets a chance to learn and 
grow,’ said Sharon Davey, first-grade 
teacher. When competition is used to 
motivate pupils, ‘‘only the bright ones get 
rewards.”’ 

Fourth-grade teacher Angel Ryan also 
favors the non-competitive approach to 
learning with ‘‘activities paced according 
to each child’s speed.’’ Pupils learn skills 
for living, not just knowledge, she said. 
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Into Thy hands, O Lord, we commend the spirits of these

“I like working independently in the 
workshop,”’ sixth-grader Linsey Bostwick 
wrote. ‘‘It makes studying easier 
because we do more on our own.”’ 

Loni Edwards, a fourth-grader, wrote 
that through the workshop she is learning 
patience with herself and her friends. ‘‘I 
am learning how to concentrate, whether 
it is quiet or noisy.”’ 

Although Holy Trinity is the only 
diocesan school implementing Workshop 
Way at all grade levels, about 100 
teachers in 26 other schools use the system 
in their classrooms, Sister Bennett said.

Priest offers 
counseling 
for trauma 


SAN DIEGO — Father Jim Jordan, 
M.S., M. Div., in residence at Blessed 
Sacrament Church, will offer counseling 
services for anyone in the diocese 
suffering from post-abortion trauma. 


Although all those involved in 
abortions do not suffer from such trauma, 
increased numbers of women and men 
are experiencing it, Father Jordan told 
the Southern Cross. 


He received training in this area of 
counseling in the Archdiocese of 
Milwaukee where the program called 
Project Rachel recently originated.

WASHINGTON — President Reagan 
called for a united effort to’ stop federal 
funding of abortion Jan. 25 in his State of 
the Union address. 

Speaking to a joint session of Congress 
and a national television audience Reagan 
deplored the ‘‘terrible cost of abortion on 
demand.’’ He also emphasized family and 
education issues and urged support for a 

. strategic nuclear arms treaty with the 


Pp ® soviet Union and continued assistance to 


rebelsin Nicaragua. 

‘Let us unite as a nation and protect the 
unborn with legislation that would stop all 
federal funding for abortion and with a 
human life amendment making, of course, 
an exception where the unborn child 
threatens the life of the mother,’’ Reagan 
said. 

“*But with that one exception, let us look 
to those others in our land who cry out for 
childen to adopt,’’ he said, pledging to 
“‘work to remove barriers to adoption.”’ 

Richard Doerflinger, assistant director 
of the National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops’ Office for Pro-Life Activities, said 
right to life advocates ‘‘welcome the 
president’s declaration that the unborn will 
receive priority attention as a domestic 
policy issue in 1988.”’ 

He said pro-lifers ‘‘look foward to 
working with the White House and 
Congress to strengthen current restrictions 
against federal support for abortion.”’ 

In fact, the first abortion battle of 1988 
was scheduled the day after Reagan’s State

U.S. deacons hit 
a record 8,443 


WASHINGTON — There were 8,443 
permanent deacons in the United States 
as of last Oct. 31, the highest number 
since the permanent diaconate program 
was reinstated after Vatican II, said a 
newly released report. 

The record-high count showed an 
increase of 605 from 1986. 

The data were released Jan. 19 by the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops 
in the new Annual Statistical Report 
prepared by the NCCB Secretariat for the 
Permanent Diaconate. 

The statistics are based on returns from 
140 diocesan deacon formation program 
directors. 

Deacons residing in U.S. dioceses 
which have no permanent diaconate 
programs were not included in the total. 
They typically are deacons ordained 
elsewhere who later moved into dioceses 
without deacon programs.

Haitian bishops 


decry elections 


VATICAN CITY — Haiti’s bishops 
said the country’s January presidential 
election was unjust, unfair and fraud- 
ridden. 

But in a statement Jan. 23, six days 
after the ballot, they appealed to Haitians 
to avoid violent expressions of their post- 
election disappointment. 

““(Violence) is not a solution. On the 
contrary, it would be a test of force from 
which the nation would emerge bruised, 
maimed and paralyzed,’’ the bishops 
said. The statement was made public at 
the Vatican Jan. 25. 

Haitian officials said Jan. 24 that Leslie 
F. Manigat, the candidate favored by the 
military government, had won _ the 
election. The vote was boycotted by 
Haiti’s four main opposition leaders. 


Pope praises 
lay movements 


VATICAN CITY — Pope John Paul 
II has praised lay apostolic movements for 
providing a new evangelical impetus to 
the church. 

“Such movements merit recognition 
and fundamental support,’’ the pope told 
a group of bishops from West Germany. 

““These new sentinels of evangelization

WASHINGTON — Las sanciones impuestas por el 
gobierno contra los patrones que contraten a extranjeros 
indocumentados han quedado sujetas al ataque de los 
grupos religiosos, incluyendo a la Conferencia Catolica de 
los Estados Unidos, los cuales acusan que dichas 
sanciones fomentan la discriminacidn y el abuso contra 
los trabajadores.
